Expect a

Edmonton's track at the Rexall 
Indy has quite a reputation 
among drivers who have never 
raced here. 

After doing a walk-around of

Brad Cooper states 
case in affidavit 


Case for custody of local woman's children heats up

In an affidavit filed in a bid 
to regain custody of his 
children, Nancy Cooper's 
husband admits that both 
he and his wife cheated be¬ 
fore she was found dead. 

In a North Carolina court 
today, Brad Cooper will re¬ 
fute claims by Nancy Coop¬ 
er’s family members he is 
“mentally unstable and pos¬ 
es a danger to the physical 
safety of the minor chil¬ 
dren,” as stated in an emer¬ 
gency custody order. 

“Three years ago I made a 
mistake while married to 
Nancy,” Cooper said. “I had 
a single indiscretion and 
slept with another woman

one time.” 

In the 13-page affidavit, 
Cooper alleges that though 
he cheated, his wife was 
guilty of having an affair as 
well, four years before the 
couple’s oldest daughter 
Bella was bom. 

“Nancy insisted that she 
did nothing wrong, that her 
relationship with the other 
man only happened once, it 
wasn’t sexual, and that no 
one even knew his name,” 
he said. 


In the document, Cooper 
described his relationship 
with his two daughters as 
very loving, claiming his 
wife sometimes referred to 
him as “Superdad.” 

He said the couple lived a 
lavish lifestyle, and 
included details 
about how his wife’s 
rampant spending 
habits had landed the 
pair $45,000 in credit 
card debt. 

“Nancy liked to 
buy $8,000 paintings, 
designer clothing, 
Tiffany jeweliy and 
to drink $15 to $20 
bottles of wine,” he said. 
“Status was important to 
Nancy and I indulged her 
too much.” 

Cooper also alleges that 


his wife would spend hours 
on end away from home, 
sometimes staying out until 
2 a.m., and as such her at¬ 
torney wrote a separation 
agreement in April, but that 
the couple neither signed 
the agreement, nor 
separated. 

Cooper says that 
his wife agreed to 
share custody of 
their two daughters. 

Since the 34-year- 
old woman’s body 
was found floating in 
a storm runoff pond 
last week in Caiy, 
North Carolina, her 
parents and twin sister have 
been awarded temporary 
emergency custody of the 
two girls, four-year-old Bel¬ 
la, and two-year-old Katie.

What you need to know about 


Alberta’s Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program 


Effective July 1, 2008, Alberta’s Mandatory 
Ignition Interlock Program will come into effect 
for Alberta drivers who have: 

• Been convicted of drinking and driving with 
a blood-alcohol reading of double the legal 
limit or higher. 

• Refused to provide a breath or blood sample. 

• Been a repeat offender during the preceding 
10-year period. 


After serving the prohibition period, drivers must apply to the Alberta Transportation Safety Board 
to have an ignition interlock device installed in their vehicle of choice at their own expense. 

The ignition interlock is an alcohol-sensing device attached to a vehicle’s ignition system. When 
alcohol is detected the driver will not be able to start or drive the vehicle. The device also calls for 
random breath samples. Reinstatement or unrestricted driving privileges at the end of six months 
depends on the participant’s performance in the Program. 

The Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program is part of the Alberta Government’s commitment 
to increase safety on our roads and decrease drinlcing-and-driving incidences.

slump Ford Motor Co. post¬ 
ed a record $8.7 billion US 
quarterly loss yesterday as 
it wrote down the value of 
slumping truck and SUV 
operations and revamped 
plans in a bid to break its 
reliance on the gas-guzzlers 
that have been its franchise 
vehicles for a decade. 

The second-quarter loss 
was deeper than analysts 
had forecast and Ford 
shares fell by 15 per cent. 

In response to the sud¬ 
den premium on fuel effi¬ 
ciency, the No. 2 U.S. au¬ 
tomaker said it would re¬ 
tool truck plants in Michi¬ 
gan and Kentucky to make 
small cars in addition to a 
conversion for a Mexican 
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truck plant. 

In addition, Ford will 
bring four small cars to 
North America, including a 
Mercury-branded deriva¬ 
tive of its popular Focus. It 
also said it would double 
its hybrid output in 2009 
and double its capacity to 
make fuel-saving four- 
cylinder engines by 2011.

Correspondent Jo¬ 
hannes Hano had just be¬ 
gun the interview when a 
pair of waving hands sud¬ 
denly appeared, a surge of 
police stepped in — there 
were more than 30 in all 
— and finally a big hand 
came down on the cam¬ 
era’s lens and it was all 
over.

It happened live, on air, 
as hundreds of thousands 
of Germans looked on — 
a public relations disaster 
for China of the first or¬ 
der. 

“We had to stop the seg¬ 
ment, of course,” says 
ZDF’s deputy editor-in- 
chief Elmar Thevessen 
from Germany. 

Viewers calling in were 
“surprised” and “angry,” 
he says. 

At a closed-door meet¬ 
ing of world broadcasters 
in Beijing this month, Sun 


Weijia, the Beijing 
Olympic Games organiz¬ 
ing committee’s media 
chief expressed “regret” 
for what happened. 

He promised no such in¬ 
cident would happen 
again, officials say. 

But will it? Will the in¬ 
ternational media finally 
enjoy the “complete free¬ 
dom” Beijing organizers 
publicly promised on July 
12, 2001 — the day before 
they won the rights to 
host the 2008 Summer 
Games? 

“We will give the media 
complete freedom to re¬ 
port when they come to 
China,” Beijing organiz¬ 
ing committee vice-presi¬ 
dent Wang Wei pledged at 
a press conference back 
then. 

But even before these 
Games have begun, many 
say that promise has al¬ 
ready been broken. 

Recently, Human Rights 
Watch lambasted the Chi¬ 
nese government for ob¬ 
structing and threatening 
foreign journalists — and 
their sources — in viola¬ 
tion of continued pledges 
to ensure press freedom. 

In a scathing 71-page re¬ 
port, the human rights 
watchdog documented in 
detail how foreign corre¬ 
spondents in China face 
harassment and intimida¬ 
tion by “government offi¬ 
cials or their proxies” 
when they pursue stories 
that embarrass authori¬ 
ties, expose wrongdoing 
or document social un¬ 
rest. 

The effects of violating 
those pledges “will linger 


long after the last athletes 
have left Beijing,” the or¬ 
ganization’s Sophie 

Richardson warned. 

But that warning went 
unheeded. 

China’s Olympic organ¬ 
izers have now gone one 
step further. 

Reports indicate they 
intend to restrict live 
broadcasts from Beijing’s 
Tiananmen Square during 
the Olympic period to two 
narrow time slots per day: 
6 a.m. to 10 a.m. and 9 
p.m. till 11 p.m., local 
time. 

Authorities want to 
keep a tight rein on 
Tiananmen. They fear it 
could become a focal 
point for potential 
protests. 

But some observers 
were never persuaded by 
the promises of press free¬ 
dom in the first place. 

“I don’t think complete 
freedom is possible,” says 
Li Datong, the former edi¬ 
tor of a leading govern¬ 
ment paper who is now 
one of China’s most in¬ 
sightful commentators. 

“If nothing happens 
and you go out and do 
normal reporting on the 
Games, obviously you’re 
going to enjoy ‘complete 
freedom.’ Who is going to 
restrain sports reporting? 

“But if something hap¬ 
pens, like a protest — 
there’s going to be a prob¬ 
lem.” 

In Beijing the possibili¬ 
ty of protests seems to 
grow slimmer by the day 
as security in and around 
the city continues to 
tighten. 


Last week a cordon of 
checkpoints was estab¬ 
lished around Beijing. 

Weeks ago a security 
force of 100,000 was put 
on alert inside the capital. 

And still the potential 
for protest remains a Chi¬ 
nese leadership obsession 

— a nightmare waiting in 
the wings. 

That’s not because 
protests never happen. 
Tens of thousands of 
protests and riots occur in 
China every year. But the 
Chinese government 
keeps such tight control 
on the domestic media 
that few protests ever get 
reported. 

The government’s ob¬ 
session is due to the ar¬ 
rival of 25,000 additional 
foreign journalists and 
the likelihood that any 
protest will be beamed in¬ 
stantly around the world 

— and the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment would lose face. 

“International media 
coverage is mainly about 
mianzi (face),” explains Li. 

And so are these Games. 

But if there are protests, 
they’ll be covered. 

Veteran journalist 
Sandy MacIntyre, who di¬ 
rects news for APTN, the 
television network of The 
Associated Press, says he 
doubts restrictive meas¬ 
ures will inhibit journal¬ 
ists from doing their job. 

“We’ve signed up to be 
able to go anywhere and 
report anything,” he said 
in an interview from New 
York, “and that’s the way 
we intend to approach it 
on the ground.”

A Terminal Romance 

'Rock jail' helps Matt Mays & El Torpedo nail sound 



Terminal Romance, the latest album from Matt Mays & El Torpedo, was released earlier this month.

At one point during the 
making of what would be¬ 
come the definitive 
follow-up to Matt Mays & 
El Torpedo's 2005 self- 
titled debut, the rockers' 
driving force likened the 
recording process to “rock 
jail.” 

The 28-year-old Mays, 
drummer Tim Jim Baker, 
guitarist Jay Smith and 
bassist Andy Patil spent 
weeks in late 2007 holed 
up in London with U.K.- 
based co-producer Chris 
Tsangarides (Thin Lizzy, Ju¬ 
das Priest, Black Sabbath, 
Tragically Hip) tracking, 
mixing, re-tracking, to the 
degree where, in Mays’ 
terms, “where we were al¬ 
most nauseous about it. It 
was bad for our health.” 

Given all the hours of ex¬ 
treme concentration on 
tightly knit playing and gui¬ 
tar-heavy rock riffs evoking 
classic Thin Lizzy, Badfinger 
and even Bruce Spring¬ 


steen, how apropos that 
Mays would title the end 
product Terminal Romance. 

“Going into the previous 
El Torpedo record, there 
were no preconceived no¬ 
tions on what it was going 
to sound like. It was just 
plug in and play,” Mays 
tells Metro. “But this new 
one was a real test. We re¬ 
did a lot of tracks, remixed 
a lot of things, recorded 
different versions of songs 
on different continents ... 


“Now that it’s done, I 
can say we’ve made a great 
album because at one 
point it wasn’t a great al¬ 
bum.” 

Along the way, two of 
Mays’ original Torpedos 
bandmates — guitarist Jar- 
rett Murphy and key¬ 
boardist Rob Crowell — 
quit. And an even bigger 
change was Mays’ decision 
to uproot himself from his 
familiar Halifax comfort 
zone to the far-from- 


familiar surroundings of 
New York City. 

“With me, I felt I was 
getting stagnant living in 
Halifax,” explains Mays, 
who grew up in nearby 
Cole Harbour and started 
his career as a member of 
the rootsy flavoured group 
The Guthries. “And as any 
artist will probably tell 
you, change is a big part of 
fuelling good art. You need 
some kind of change of 
surroundings.”

hate jet lag. I’m OK go¬ 
ing west, but when I 
travel east, a gauzy cur¬ 
tain of confusion de¬ 
scends across my eyes 
and I turn into a burbling 
airhead for close to a week. 
I once flew non-stop to New 
York from Singapore — 19 
hours — and by the time I 
tried to collect my luggage, I 
had lost the will to live. 
This is why I could never be 
in a major rock band. 

At this moment, every 
member of Coldplay is los¬ 
ing their spot in the space- 
time continuum, some¬ 
thing from which they 
won’t recover from for at 
least 12 months. 

Having flown from the

treal on Tuesday and Toron¬ 
to Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day. 

By the time things wrap 
up in Boston on Aug. 4, 
they’ll be dazed, confused 
and exhausted — just in 
time to fly nearly 11,000 
kilometres (a 14-hour non¬ 
stop flight) for two festival 
appearances in Japan start¬ 
ing on the Aug. 9. They’ll 
have to summon the energy 
to perform in front of 
80,000 people after disrupt¬ 
ing their already ragged cir¬ 
cadian rhythms by 13 
hours. 

Mercifully, Coldplay has 2 
1/2 weeks to recover before 
a 23-date European fall tour 
which will involve resetting 
watches by no more than 
an hour. But by mid-Octo¬ 
ber, they’ll have to break 
out the melatonin again be¬ 
cause they’re scheduled for 
another coast-to-coast 
North American trek, in¬ 
cluding Ottawa on Oct. 20. 
And before Chris can settle 
down with Gwyneth and 
the kids for Christmas, 
there are 15 more dates in 
the U.K. and Ireland. 

Once the holidays are 
over, it’s time to address the 
summer touring season in 
Australia and New Zealand, 
which means adjusting 
nine hours on the flight to 
Sydney. Once the Aussies 
and the Kiwis are sated, it’ll 
be time for the 2009 festival 
circuit through the north¬ 
ern hemisphere. 

The good news is that at 
this stage of the game, no 
one is flying economy.

review I want to believe 
The X-Files series creator 
Chris Carter didn’t make a 
bland, scattered version of 
Silence Of The Lambs. 
Tough luck for me. 

You could call The X- 
Files: I Want To Believe an 
elongated rendering of 


what might have been an 
episode in the latter (and 
nuttier) days of the classic 
Emmy-winning 1990s se¬ 
ries about two FBI investi¬ 
gators who explore the 
paranormal. 

Ex-FBI agent Dana Scully 
(Anderson), now a full-time 
hospital surgeon, pulls her 
partner Fox Mulder 
(Duchovny) out of exile to 
track the case of a missing 
agent. Helping them is Fa¬ 
ther Joe (Billy Connolly), a 
pedophile priest who sniffs 
out severed body parts and 
crime scenes for the bu¬ 
reau with his questionable 
psychic abilities. Mulder 
recognizes the key to solv¬ 


ing the case is to put faith 
in the disgraced clergy¬ 
man, while Scully takes an 
immediate dislike to him, 
refusing to accept any of 
his input. Essentially, they 
use the insight of a crimi¬ 
nal to catch criminals. 

It’s a path beaten long 
before by a much better 
movie. You almost expect a 
scene where the villain 
tells one of their soon-to-be 
victims that “it rubs the lo¬ 
tion on its skin or else it 
gets the hose again.” 

I Want To Believe is pre¬ 
sented in classic X-Files 
fashion: Mulder and Scully 
deliver Carter’s over-the- 
top dialogue with their 


trademark anemia. Sub¬ 
plots are tied thematically 
to the main story in only 
the most superficial way, 
serving to muddy the pac¬ 
ing and continuity (The 
ethical dilemma of Scully 
operating on a terminally 
ill child being an example). 
And, much like the male 
host of Polka Dot Door 


who routinely misses the 
Pollcaroo in every episode, 
Mulder damns the govern¬ 
ment, yet again, for cover¬ 
ing up supernatural facts 
of a case — Oh that poor, 
naive Mulder, won’t he 
ever learn? 

Now I could be wrong, 
but the real enigma is the 
reason why Carter would 


resurrect a series six years 
after its finale that, as grip¬ 
ping and suspenseful as it 
was in its heyday, doesn’t 
seem to be too terribly 
missed. 

That said, the film might 
just be a fun night out for 
an X-Phile, a chance to roll 
out with old friends to 
solve a creepy mystery.

Dale (John C. Reilly). Every 
bit Brennan’s immature 
equal, the new step brothers 
square off like tantrum- 
filled toddlers. 

However, the pair soon 
begin to bond over their 
quest to form a musical dy¬ 
nasty called Prestige World¬ 
wide (Dale finds Brennan’s 
singing voice to be a cross 
between “Fergie and Jesus” 
after all) and the duo are 
forced to break free of their 
dependency. Yes, it’s stupid, 
but part of the reason it 
works is because, like most 
Ferrell films, you don’t 
know where the script ends 
and the improvisation be¬ 
gins.

Just Buried

review We’re at sea for a 
few moments at the start of 
Chaz Thome’s Just Buried. 
Not literally, of course — 
the movie is set firmly in¬ 
land, where two men are 
driving down mral roads 
and small towns to a funer¬ 
al. 

We don’t know who they 
are, or their relation, but it 
gets slowly, casually teased 


out that they’re brothers, 
and that one of them is a 
priest. The other — Jay 
Baruchel’s Oliver — isn’t re¬ 
ally much of anything, but 
by the time the will is read 
after their father’s funeral 
he’s the owner of a failing 
funeral home and the em¬ 
ployer of Graham Greene’s 
jack-of-all-trades and Rose 
Byrne’s Roberta, a pretty 
young thing with altogeth¬ 
er too much enthusiasm for 
her mortician’s trade. 

Awkward Oliver is flat¬ 
tered when Rose starts an 
affair with him, so it doesn’t 
take much convincing for 
him to help her start 
pulling in more trade for 
their failing business by cre¬ 


ating new clients. 

But it won’t end well, we 
know, if only because of 
Oliver’s peanut allergy, 
helpfully underlined for us 
early in the story. 

Filmed on location in No¬ 
va Scotia, Just Buried takes 
place firmly in the land of 
quirk, where motivations 
are either obscure or unac¬ 
countable, murder is a 
punch line to a painstaking¬ 
ly manufactured joke, and 
the ending, no matter how 
comically bleak, lost its 
emotional resonance an 
hour previous in the thicket 
of barely connected charac¬ 
ters whose only purpose 
was to channel the story to 
the punch line. 
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Costner gets political

feature Kevin Costner ad¬ 
mits the premise on which 
Swing Vote is based might 
be far-fetched, but nearly 
everything else that hap¬ 
pens after Costner’s char¬ 
acter becomes the one 
man in the whole of the 
United States whose vote 
will decide the outcome of 
a presidential election is 
plausible. The reality of 
the situation hits home 
during a montage scene of 
political pundits from 
across the cable spectrum, 
weighing in on Costner’s 
hapless Bud, with HBO’s 
Bill Maher letting loose 
with his usual scorn. 

“I actually pulled for Bill 
Maher to be in the movie,” 
Costner tells me, “because I 
think he’s one of our 
smartest guys, to be honest, 
I do. I don’t feel he’s always 
right about stuff, but I think 
he’s on point about a lot of 
things, and I felt that he has 
that acidic look at it.” 

It’s an election year, and 
everyone in Hollywood 
seems to have taken a side,

and while Costner admits 
to being a political junkie, 
he says he’s loathe to get 
on a soapbox. 

“We’re dependent on 
these guys and women to 
lay their egos down and 
sometimes take our coun¬ 
try in a tough direction,” 
Costner says about politi¬ 
cians. “Not the easiest di¬ 
rection, a tough direction. 
And often they don’t do it 
— they can’t do it. They 
can’t lay their ego down. 
They can’t be satisfied with 
just serving one term, do¬ 
ing the right thing, know¬ 
ing that so many enemies 
will be made that they 


won’t be re-elected.” 

The presidential candi¬ 
dates in Swing Vote, played 
by Kelsey Grammer and 
Dennis Hopper, aren’t the 
villains — that role goes to 
their campaign managers 
and spin doctors, played by 
Stanley Tucci and Nathan 
Lane, who put the pressure 
on their candidates to ig¬ 
nore their conscience and 
do whatever it takes. 

“Listen, I have handlers 
out there,” Costner says. 
“They could be sitting in 
here, but I don’t let them. 
What happens sometimes 
people allow the people 
that are in your ear a lot to 
be in your ear so much that 
you don’t really know who 
you are anymore. They 
have too much influence in 
your life, but they’re doing 
it for the right reasons. 
There’s a very good scene 
between Stanley and 
Kelsey where Kelsey asks 
‘What are we about?’ And 
he says ‘Winning.’ You see 
Kelsey at that moment — 
he's formidable. He’s not a 
dumbbell, and he says I 
don't like the direction 
where we’re going.” 


Carroll on Costner 

• Madeline Carroll, 12, gives 
a standout performance as 
Kevin Costner's daughter in 
Swing Vote, stealing the film 
as the frustrated conscience 
of a man too lazy to vote but 
quickly becomes the one 
man two presidential candi¬ 
dates have to win over to get 
a shot at the White House. A 
veteran despite her years, 
with a resume that includes 
episodes of Lost, Cold Case 
and Night Stalker as well as a 
role in the last Resident Evil 
film, Carroll says she was 
more than familiar with Cost¬ 
ner before getting the role in 
Swing Vote. "My three broth¬ 
ers and I all love Water- 
world.” The actress says she's 
happy to be working when 
many young actors are get¬ 
ting juicy parts in high-pro¬ 
file pictures. She hopes, how¬ 
ever, that writers and pro¬ 
ducers will keep in mind the 
age of the kids they're cast¬ 
ing, and stick with appropri¬ 
ate material. 

“We shouldn't have to talk 
dirty and stuff like that.

Clash of class and culture 


Before The Rains

review A culturally for¬ 
bidden romance in 1930s 
southern India between an 
English spice tycoon and 
Indian housekeeper pro¬ 
vokes tragedy, life-chang¬ 
ing decisions and ques¬ 
tions of class constructs in 
Before The Rains. 

English businessman 
Hemy Moores (Linus 
Roache) engages in an af¬ 
fair with married local, Sa- 
jani (Nandita Das), while 
working in India. Their 
jaunt is quickly punctured, 
however, when Moores’ 
wife, Laura (Jennifer Ehle), 
returns from Britain to 
join him. After Sajani’s 
husband discovers she’s 
been unfaithful, she is 
faced with the choice be¬ 
tween communal disgrace 
for her actions and loneli¬ 
ness from her inability to 
remain with Moores. 

With Sajani’s personal 
exile seemingly unavoid¬ 
able, Moores entrusts his 
Indian business partner 


T.K. (Rahul Bose) to conceal 
their affair by sending her 
away. The task is just one 
bump in the road of T.K.’s 
struggle between his Indi¬ 
an cultural roots and the 
opportunity for modern¬ 
ization presented by 
Moores. 

The first English lan¬ 
guage feature by Santosh 
Sivan is based on the short 
film Red Roofs, part of Is¬ 
raeli director Dany Verete’s 
The Desert Trilogy: Yellow 
Asphalt. Before The Rains 
effectively isolates cultural 
clashes through the deci¬ 
sions faced by a number of 
the film’s characters. 

Most prominently and 
convincingly, T.K.’s inter¬ 
nal conflicts portray ten¬ 
sion between his Eastern 
heritage and Western 
prospects. Unanticipated 
turns in the plot present 
challenges not just to T.K.’s 
domestic lifestyle and loy¬ 
alty but also to his person¬ 
al ethical code. While the 
film interestingly exam¬ 
ines such points of fric¬ 
tion, fruition is barely at¬ 
tained by the story’s end. 
Microcosms of moral quan¬ 
daries offer fodder for con¬ 
sideration, but cohesion is 
lost to closing dramatics. 
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Not quite Deja Vu all over again

by four aging hippies.” An¬ 
other believed CSNY wasn’t 
interested in free speech, 
“just the kind they believe 
in.” 

“We were aware of (the 
negative reaction), and we 
could see it,” Young explains 
to Rolling Stone of one of 
the film’s high points. “It 
was (particularly) intense in 
Georgia. It was not a good

time.” 

He adds that throughout 
the tour band were also am¬ 
bushed with “death threats 
and bomb-sniffing dogs and 
everything every night, and 
people were glaring at you.

bandmates hardly buckled 
under the pressure. 

“Those guys were into 
(that tour) 100 per cent,” 
Young mentions to Bill¬ 
board. “I mean, Stephen 
does not like people to not 
like him, and I respect him 
for that. And he’s a very sen¬ 
sitive guy, so I could under¬ 


stand that, but even with 
that he wanted to do (the 
tour). ... And Crosby and 
Nash were right there from 
the beginning, because they 
don’t care so much how the 
reaction’s gonna be.... 

They agreed with the 
songs, and they wanted to 
sing ‘em.”
